P a r is , Nov. 22.—The United States 
peace commissioners undoubtedly made 
their-final proposition here.

joint conference opened Judge Day, ad­ 
dressing Senor Montero Bios and his 
colleagues of the Spanish commission, 
recurred to tho protracted negotiations 
and reaffirmed the desire of the Ameri­ 
can commissioners to reach an amicable 
conclusion.

Nov. 28 was fixed as the date on 
which the United States commission de­ 
sires a definite response to the proposi­ 
tions aud all other subjects in issue 
here. 
It was also declared that the United 
Htates desired,to treat on the religious 
freedom of the Caroline islands, as 
agreed upon between the United States 
ant} Spain in JL88G, and also of the acqui­ 
sition of oue of the Caroline islands for 
an American naval station aud of cable- 
landing right# at other places in Span­ 
ish jurisdiction and the revival of cer­ 
tain Spanish-American treaties as here­ 
tofore^ in force. 
The Americans also refused to arbi­ 
trate article 8 of the peace protocol, 
bearing upon the future disposition and 
control of the Philippine islands. 
This was rejected by the American 
commissioners on the ground that the 
diction of the third article of the pro­ 
tocol, dealing with the Philippines, is 
so broad and clear as to afford no justi­ 
fication for arbitration as between the 
parties to the agreement.

profit. Quay, Livsey, Hart, Morrison, 
Jackson and Haywood had all been 
state treasurers, succeeding each other 
iu the order named. 
The last bill charges Haywood, as 
state treasurer, with unlawfully loan­ 
ing $100,000 of state rnonev which, it is 
alleged, went to-Richard R. Quay; and 
also with receiving pecuniary benefit 
from the deposit of state funds in the 
People’s bauk. 
Senator Quay aud his son Richard 
reached this city from Ban Lucie, Fla., 
where they had been for the past week. 
They were closeted with their counsel 
for some time, but would not discuss the 
indictments. They may appear in court 
today to plead to the bills, and as Dis­ 
trict Attorney Graham will press for a 
speedy trial the cases may come up to­ 
morrow.

On the terms named the United States 
proposed a mutual relinquishment of 
all-claims for indemnity, national or 
personal, subsequent to the outbreak pf 
the last Cuban insurrection. 
Nov. 28 was fixed as the date on 
which the United States commission de­ 
sires a detinue response to the proposi­ 
tions aud all other subjects in issue 
here. 
It. was also declared that the United 
Htates desired to treat on the religious 
freedom of the Caroline islands, as 
agreed upon between the United States 
and Spain in 1880, and also of the acqui­ 
sition of one of the Caroline islands for 
an American naval station and of cable- 
landing right# at other places in Span­ 
ish jurisdiction and the revival of cer­ 
tain Spanish-American treaties as here- 
toforoe in force. 
The Americans also refused to arbi­ 
trate article 8 of the peace protocol, 
bearing upon the future disposition and 
control of tile Philippine islands. 
This was rejected by the American 
commissioners on the ground that tho 
diction of the third article of the pro­ 
tocol, dealing with the Philippines, is 
so bin tad and clear as to afford no justi­ 
fication for arbitration as between the 
parties to the agreement. 
An analysis of the American mem­ 
orandum shows that all the other sug­ 
gestions and considerations in it hinge 
upon treaty cession, at the amount 
uained by the United {States and within 
one week. 
In th v event of cession 
Spain may enjoy for a term of 12 years, 
of commtrce in the Philippines equal 
to those of tho United States, lf the 
United States acquire the islands by 
conquest, Spain may not enjoy such 
rights. 
Should Spain refuse cession she would 
reinaiii liable for indemnity claims, na­ 
tional and individual, since the out­ 
break of the last Cuban insurrection. 
Should she refuse, she would also lose, 
probably, as further indemnity for the 
impetuses of conquest, one of the Caro­ 
lines* which she may now sell; and 
other cable privileges within Spanish 
jurisdiction m ight be taken by the 
united States without any relation to 
Spain for them.

now passed out of the hands ot the grand 
(Jury t heir presence would not be needed 
until the case was brought to trial. He 
intimated that he would then demand 
their appearance as witnesses, 
aud 
would also insist upon the production 
of certain books aud papers of these 
banks. 
The first two 
indictments oharge 
Senator Quay with conspiracy with 
Hopkins, who killed himself last March, 
to fraudulently use the money of the 
People's bank in the purchase and sale 
of stock in various corporations, for the 
account, benefit and advantage of Quay; 
to unlawfully buy and sell stock through 
Hopkins, Quay knowing that Hopkins ‘ 
was cashier of the People’s bank. 
The third bill charges Haywood and 
the two Quays with conspiracy to con­ 
vert to their own use #100,000 of the 
commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania’s 
moneys on Doc. I, 1896, when Haywood 
was state treasurer, aud also with the 
use of that sum. 
The fourth bill charges Senator Quay 
and Haywood with con*piracy with 
Hopkins, William Livscy, William B. 
Hart, Henry K. Boyer, John W. Morri­ 
son, Samuel M. Jackson and Charles 
H. McKee on March 22, I MOS, to unlaw­ 
fully use certain large sums of public 
moneys deposited in the People’s bank 
by the several state treasurers, and that 
they did use these moneys for their own 
profit. Quay, Livsey, Hart, Morrison, 
Jackson aud Haywood had all been 
state treasurers, succeeding each other 
in the order named. 
The last bill charges Haywood, as 
state treasurer, with unlawfully loan­ 
ing #100,000 of state moMev which, it is 
alleged, went toRiehard R. Quay; and 
also with receiving pecuniary benefit 
from the deposit of state funds in the 
People’s bauk. 
Senator Quay and his son Richard 
reached this city from San Lucie, Fla., 
where they had been for the past week. 
They were closeted with their counsel 
for some time, but would not discuss the 
indictments. They may appear in court 
today to plead to the bills, and as Dis­ 
trict Attorney Graham will press for a 
speedy trial the eases may come up to­ 
morrow.

After 11 d ay s’ discussion in committee 
at Wellington, in New Zealand, the old 
age pension bill has been passed on third 
reading in the bouse of representatives 
by a majority of ten. Tbe bill provides 
that every person of the age of 65 and 
npward, of good moral character, whose 
yearly income does not exceed $170 and 
who has resided for 25 years in the col­ 
ony, will be entitled to a pension of $90 
per annum. 
In New Zealand the poor have hither­ 
to been relieved almost entirely by tbe 
state, charitable institntioua for that 
purpose doing but a small part of tbe 
work. In 1896 a bill very similar in its 
provisions to the one in question was 
introduced into the house of representa­ 
tives. There it met with a determined 
opposition, one amendment providing

When Berkeley school move- into the ! 
old home of Columbia nniverrity, pur- I 
chafed recently by Dr. John 8. Wuitc, 
the head naantir. it will form part of it 
picturesque s-ertb inmt, unique in New i 
York, to be establish'd by the school 
authorities. 
(\dlege (lardeus, the block 
bounded by Madison avenue, Park av­ 
enue, borty ninth and Fiftieth streets, I 
is to be called in future, aud it will 
contain besides the school buildings a ; 
men a clubhouse, a women’s studio 
building aud seven handsome apart- ! 
ment houses on the Fiftieth street side 
and another handsome six story apart­ 
ment house facing Forty-ninth street, i 
all built around aud looking in the rear 
upon a garden covering a spare 50 feet 
by dOU, in the center of the block, 
where the college campos had been. 
The scheme of the new settlement is 
a composition of plans successfully car­ 
ried out in England. It, was evolved by 
Dr. W hite in consultation with archi­ 
tects and expert builders several months 
ago, when the head master of Berkeley 
first conceived the idea of moving the 
school ta a site where it will in part in­ 
herit the Columbia traditions. 
When 
carried out, it will give to Berkeley 
school, with slight alterations of the 
present buildings, the advantage of a 
suitable fireproof structure affording 
plenty of room for the students, a fine 
library, head master’s home, gymnasium 
aud swimming bath, in addition to val­ 
uable 
income producing 
properties, 
which will serve as an endowment to 
the school. 
Berkeley school itself will occupy the 
southerly 80 feet of Hamilton hull. Tho 
part to the north will be rented to a new 
club, negotiations with which are now 
in progress. 
Slight inferior alterations 
will serve to separate completely the 
school aud clubhouse. The old Columbia 
library will be retained, aud the north­ 
ern part of the school of mines will bo 
used for an armory and gymnasium. 
The Fiftieth street wing will be cut off 
and fitted up as a women’s studio build­ 
ing. The chapel aud observatory will be 
torn down. 
In Fiftieth street, between 
Hamilton hall and the school of mines, 
seven apartment houses will be erected. 
Facing Forty-ninth street will be an 
eighth and much larger house. These 
new buildings will be in harmony with 
tho architecture of tho existing struc- 
tnres. There are many minor details of 
the plan to be arranged yet. Incidental­ 
ly, Berkeley school is to be incorporat­ 
ed, the present faculty of Columbia be 
ing represented on its directorate, and 
au association of indwellers of College 
Gardens is to be formed, the executive 
committee of which will deal with the 
renting of apartments and the manage­ 
ment of the property. 
The school has 
strong financial backers in taking up 
the project, and no pains will be spared 
to insure its success.—New York Trib­ 
une.

W ikoff— O ther Testim ony.

war investigation commission Major F. 
B. B. Ives, chief surgeon of the Third 
division of the Fifth army corps, testi­ 
fied that he thought the condition of 
the men in the Cuban campaign was 
as good as could nave been expected 
under the circumstances. 
At one point 
he said: 
“ I never knew a time when if a sur­ 
geon took the trouble to hustle for 
medicine that be failed to get all that 
was ueeded. 
“ When I wished suuplies I mounted 
my tiorse aud rode after them, and 
when I could not get the things winch 
were uo tat headquarters, bought them, 
wijh the permission of my superior.” 
Dr. Louis A. Stimson of New York 
testified that he had made two visits to 
Camp Wikoff to investigate the reports 
of lack of p recaution s against ail epi­ 
demic of typhoid fever. 
The surgeon 
iii charge of the general hospital told 
him he recognized the sanitary condi­ 
tions, but w as unable to obtain the 
necessary help to carry out hi> orders. 
On Sept. 4, Dr. Stimson said, be 
went again to Montauk Point to inves­ 
tigate a report that soldiers were starv­ 
ing there. 
He further said in part: 
“ I found many men who told me 
they nad had nothing to eat for 24 
hours. 
Of course there was enough 
food in the camp for well men, but 
there were a great many men in camp 
who were sick and were not cared for 
and not iii hospitals; I know of 40 men 
in one regiment who were put on a milk 
diet when there was no milk in camp. 
“ I find no fault with the physicians 
W'ho yielded to pressure and permitted 
the patients to leave i>efore they were 
well. 
I criticize the system that per­ 
mitted such a condition of affairs.” 
The pressure came from governors, 
senators, wives, mothers and sweet­ 
hearts. 
Miss Julia Halstead! had wick, one of 
the women who worked for the sick at I 
Camp Wikoff.submitted a written state- j 
mein. 
Miss Chadwick told of tm* insufficient j 
supply of bed 
clothing 
aud under- I 
clothes. 
She heard til it there were J 
pleuty of both in store, but she knew I 
the soldiers did not have them. 
Miss Chadwick told of men too sick ! 
to stand who left the hospitals at camp j 
aud were found delirious on the trams 
and at the railway stations. 
Miss Chadwick told at length of the 
work done aud attempted at Camp 
Wikoff by the volunteer visiting wo­ 
men. 
•Could the United States have done 
what you ladies did so willingly and 
bravely?” 


“ Why, 
certainly the government 
could have done all we did.”

H. McKee on M arch 22, iN9H, to unlaw ­ 
fully use certain large sum s of public 
moneys deposited in the People’s bank 
by the several state treasurers, and th a t 
they did use these m oneys for th eir own 
profit.

country of the Kime name is the region 
drained by that river aud its tiibuta 
ries.

Zealand Gives Pension* To All 
liver H lity -flw . 
After 11 days’ discussion in committee 
at Wellington, in New Zealand, the old 
age pension bill hasbeen passed on third 
reading in the house of representatives 
by a majority of ten. The bill provides 
that every person of the age of 65 aud 
upward, of good moral character, whose 
yearly income does not exceed $170 and 
who has resided for 25 years in the col­ 
ony, will be entitled to a pension of $90 
per annum. 
In New Zealand the poor have hither­ 
to been relieved almost entirely by the 
state, charitable institutions for that 
purpose doing but a small part of the 
work. In 1896 a bill very sim ilar in its 
provisions to the one in question was 
introduced into the bouse of representa­ 
tives. 
There it met w ith a determined 
opposition, one amendment providing 
that everybody of and over the age of 
65 years should be entitled to the pen­ 
sion whether be w as in need of assist­ 
ance or not. 
That w as a socialistic Rug 
gestion that, if adopted, would have 
turned the w hole colony into one bogo 
friendly society. 
Eventually the bill 
was thrown out.
